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INT RODUCTION 


HE principal motive, ib dh fie after want 
was a defire of ſupplying the Britiſh merchants, as well as 

the officers of his majeſty's revenue, with a practical book, 
extenſively, and particularly adapted to all circumſtanees of the 
duties of Cuſtoms ; the utility of which will appear on confidering 
whether the aſſiſtances that have been provided, antecedently 
hereto, for the merchants and officers, in regard to the computa- 
tion of theſe duties, are fufficient for that purpoſe. Theſe affiſt- 
ances are an alphabetical catalogue of the goods which are ſuppo- 
ſed to be imported and exported, with their ſeveral rates or va- 
or characters annexed to each ſpecies of goods, bearing reference 
to a table that points out the ſeveral branches which compoſe theſe 
duties. Under theſe aſſiſtances, a diſtinct knowledge of the bran- 
ches of the cuſtoms, and of the principles by which they are go- 
verned, is evidently neceſſary towards forming a juſt calculation 
of the faid duties; which knowledge cannot be obtained, with a- 
ny degree of certainty, without much ſtudy and practice, and 
therefore falls within the power of few perſons. And as the net 
duties flowing from the ſeveral rates and valuations in former 
works, extend no further than to that particular quantity of goods 
on which the rate is fixed, which quantity generally falls ſhort of, 
or exceeds the entry given, a very troubleſome computation, in 
regard to the deficiency or exceſs, is further neceſſary ; whereas, 
by the extenſive computations exhibited in this work, the total 
net duties of cuſtoms arifing to the crown, upon the largeſt or 
ſmalleſt quantity of goods that can be compriſed in any entry, are 
obtained by only adding two or three ſums together.

In the abſtract of the hws relative to the cuſtoms, inſerted at 
the end of this work, the outmoſt care has been taken to compre- 
hend all the regulations relative to this great branch of the public 
revenue; which have been eſtabliſhed by the legiſlature to the end 
of the laſt ſeſſion of parliament, in the year 1763, inclufive. 


ALTERATIONS are made in this work in the arrangement of ſeve- 
ral ſpecies of merchandize, which, it is hoped, will place them in 
a clearer view, and remove them from being involved, as they 
have been in ſeveral inſtances, with articles of a different genus. 
Some articles are alſo expunged, which either ſtand prohibited to 
be imported, or otherwiſe appeared, in certain places, to incum- 
ber the work, without any utility: At the fame time, a liſt of all 
prohibited goods is inſerted immediately after the abſtract of the 
laws. 


Tur work here offered conſiſts of three Compartments or Divi- 
ſions, each containing ſeveral Chapters, and comprehending the 
whole extent of the cuſtoms, in regard to the various circumſtan- 
ces of importation, exportation, and the coaſt buſineſs : To each 
of which Compartments are prefixed proper explanations, which 
deſcribe the form and conſtruction of the ſeveral tables therein 
contained, and ſerve to remove any difficulties that might occur 
in making uſe of theſe tables. |

A Deſcription of the Principles of PouNDAGE. 


8 the computation of the duties is not only the moſt eſſential, but alſo the moſt difficule 
part of the buſineſs of the Cuſtoms, a competent knowledge of the manner of levying 
them, is a qualification that no perſon ſhould want who has the ſmalleſt concern in theſe mar- 
ters: This is the more neceſſary, becauſe, among the great variety of brauches which compoſe 
the total duties payable on foreign merchandize, there are many in whoſe conſtruction the pria- 
ciples of poundage have been either not underſtood, or in a great meaſare neglected: And with- 
out proper attention to this circumitance, the computation of poundage duties, though calcu- 
ated with the utmoſt propriety on ſome branches, may yet be extremely deficient on others, 
which muſt greatly affect the total duties ariſing to the revenue. 

Hence appears the neceſſity of being well acquainted with the nature of poundage duties, 
by which are to be underſtood the cuſtoms, and other duties which are paid on goods import- 
ed, excepting thoſe duties which fall ſtrictly under the diſtinction of roanage, and the arbitrary 
ſums payable for the old ſubſidy, inſtead of the poundage rate, on the ſeveral ſpecies of corn, 
when imported under the regulations of the Act of tillage, French or Pearl barley, Train oil, 
Whale fins, Rape of Grapes, Syder, Gr. | 
By the principles of poundage are meant, not only the peculiar conſtruction of any branch 
the revenue, but alſo the way and manner by which the duty thereby impoled, is directed 
o be raiſed and levied. This, in moſt caſes, is done, by taking fo much in the pound, or per 
nt, according to the reſpective rates or values of the goods; ſuch rates or values being tap- 
oled to be equal to the prime coſt at the foreign marker. 

Theſe principles, though fimple and uniform in themſelves, are in moſt of the branches 
preatly obſcured, by the number of diſcounts and allowances, which are only fo many impe- 
iments to an eaſy and regular calculation of duties. The nature ot theſe allowances and uiſ- 
punts, and the manner of taking them, mult therefore be cenfidered, and ſtudied with the 
me attention and a{liduity, as the principles of poundage ; and when both are perfectly un- 
erſtood, rhe computation of paundage duties will neither be difficult nor laborious. 
From this ſhort definition of the principles of poundage, it is extremely obvious how neceſ- 
it is to be well acquainted with the method of calculating, almoſt at the firſt view, the 
je twentieth part, or five per cent. of any fam whatfdever ; and to this end the following Ta-

EXPLANATION of the TanLEs contained in the ſecond 
Compartment. 


E goods which reſpect this compartment are Tobacco, whether of Britiſh or foreign pro- 

duct, the ſeveral ſpecies of Wine, &c. and the Eaſt-Indian articles, both rated and un- 
rated; of all which in their order. As the manner of finding out the duties on Tobacco does 
not greatly differ from former explanations, laid down in the firſt compartment, it will be need- 
leſs to repeat the fame again. 

THE duties on Britiſh plantation Tobacco may be either paid down at the time of importa-· 
tion, or only the old ſubſidy paid, and ſecurity given for payment of the other branches at the 
expiration of eighteen months, to co nmence from the day of entry.—If all, or any part of 
theſe bondable duties are paid down before the eighteen months expire, the merchant-importer 
is entitled to a diſcount of ſeven per cent. per annum on the ſum paid, for ſo many of the eigh- 
teen months as remain unexpired. —Initead of all or any part of the bondable duties being paid, 
as juſt mentioned, i: may happen that the eighteen months ſhall expire before the Tobacco be 
exported ; and in this caſe, the crown is entitled to receive intereſt at the fate of fix per cent. per 
annum, till fuch time as the bond is diſcharged, either by regular exportations of the Tobacco, 
or by paying down the duties formerly ſecured.—Vide Acts 9 Geo. I. cap. 21. 24 Geo. II. cap. 
41. and 4 Ann. cap. 6.—To anſwer theſe caſes as they happen to ariſe, tables of intereſt at fix 
and ſeven per cent. per annum, calculated to a farthing, and from 500 |. to 1 s. &c. are inſerted 
immediately after the tables, deſcribing the duties and drawbacks on Britith plantation To. 
bacco. 


Tu ſeveral ſpecies of Wine are the goods that occur next in this compartment: The co- 
lumns repreſenting theſe goods, with the duties and drawbacks, are conſtructed (excepting as 
to Erench Wine) as follows. The two firit columns repreſent the particular ſpecies ot Wine, 
and the quantity on which duties are chargeable ; the four ſucceeding columns deſcribe the du- 
ties, according to the particular circumſtances of unportation and entry, whether imported for 
ſale or for private uſe ; and the eight remaining columns contain the net drawbacks due on ex- 
portation, whether the Wine thould be exported to any foreign part, or to the Britiſh plantati- 
ons in America. As the duties payable on Wines required a great extenſion of columns for de- 
ſcribing them, a particular diſtinction having been made by the Act 4 Geo. III. cap. 1 5. between 
the drawbacks to any foreign part, and to the Britiſh American colonies, it was not poſſible, 
under theſe circumſtances, to include in the extenfion the duties and drawbacks on Wines when 
imported by vintners or retailers, each page being ſufficiently full without ſuch an inſertion; 
and in regard ſuch a circumſtance of importation ſeldom or never occurs in Scotland, and per- 
haps not frequently in England, it is apprehended the want of ſuch an extenfion cannot be 
conſidered. as a miſtake, eſpecially as the total net duties and drawbacks on a ton and on a gal- 
lon of che ſeveral ſpecies of Wines, except French, which may be entered by vintners or retaik 
ers, are diſtinctly put down at the foot of each page: The above Act having made no altera- 
tion in regard to the drawbacks on French Wines, whereſoever exported, the ſeveral circumſtan- 
ces of importation for ſale, private ute, vintners or retailers, are all exhibited on one 
which contains the reſpective duties and drawbacks. For the fake of diſtinction, the ſeveral 
ſpecies of Wine imported into the port of London are defcribed firſt, and thoſe for the out-ports 
immediately after. 


HavixG defcribed the conſtruction of the ſeveral columns repreſenting the duties and draw- 
backs on the different ſpecies of Wines, I ſhall proceed to point out the manner of finding the 
net duties and drawbacks on any quantity and fort of Wine, according to the particular cir- 
cumſtances of importation and entry, by the following examples.—1/, Suppoſe it were required 
to find ont the net duties and drawbacks on 37 tons, 3 qrs: 42 . of French Wine unfilled 
for ſale, by Brittth, from a place of growth, imported into the port of London; turn to page 
434, where this ſpecies of Wine is inſerted ; and in the third line of the ſecond column will be 
found 30 tons, in the fixth and eighth lines of the ſame column are 5 tons and 2 tons; in the 
tenth line are 189 gallons, being 3 qrs. and in the thirteenth line are 42 gallons ; which feve- 
ral quantities united together, make 37 tons, 3 qrs. 42 gall. the quantity imported; and oppo- 
ſite to theſe reſpective lines will be found, in the third column, the ſeveral duties ariſing there- 
on.—lIf the Wine ſhould be exported, conſult the ninth column in the ſame manner as was 
done for finding out the duties, and the drawback due on à regular exportation will eaſily ap- 
pear.—Inftead of being imported for ſale, the Wine may be imported for private uſe, or for 
vintners or retailers ; if for private uſe, then conſult the fifth column, where the ſeveral duties 
are inſerted ; and if the proprietor ſhould export it, the drawbacks will appear, on baving re- 
courſe to the eleventh column. —The feventh column repreſents the ſeveral duties arifing on the 
above quantity, if imported by vintners or retailers; and in the thirteenth column will be found 
the proper drawbacks due on a regular exportation.

FAviNG in the two former compartments prefixed ample and copious explanations | 
of elucidating any dithculties that might occur on conſulting them, it was j Ap. 
tremely proper to purſue the fame method in regard to this compartment. The feveral fab. 
jets, as contained under their proper chapters, and which belong to this compartment, are, 
The rates of merchandize outwards, with the net duties payable on goods exported :—The net 
duties on goods brought eoaſtwiſe, with the drawbacks :— The ſeveral allowances and 
bounties granted for the encouragement of trade; and an abſtract of all the laws relating to 
the revenue of Cuſtoms.—Thole tables which are inſerted in this compartment for deſcribing 
the duties and drawbacks, only belong to the two firſt ſubjects, and in regard to the net duties 
outwards, are conſtructed after the following manner: They are placed on the page in four ſeye. 
ral diviſions, to each of which the eye is conducted by that ſpecies of goods which begins 

ſucceeding diviſion, and each diviſion conſiſts of five columns, whereof the firſt repreſents the 
ſpecies itfelf, the ſecond the quantity c with duty; the third column exhibits the rate 
from which the duty ariſes, the fourth the duty itſelf, and the fifth points out, as uſual, the 
branch or branches to which each reſpective ſpecies is liable. When the reader carefully attends 
to this arrangement, the duties payable on any ſpecies of goods exported, may be found out 
thus :—Suppole an entry outwards for 47 Cwt.-3 ꝗrs. 7 b. of Briti/h Alum, turn to page 494, 
and in the fecond column of the firſt diviſion is contained a quantity from 100 Cwt. down to 
7 tb. therefore in the fourth line of that column will be found 20 Cwt. which being doubled 
produces 40 Cwt. in the fixth line are 5 Ct. and in the eighth line 2 Ct. in the tenth line are 
3 grs. and in the fourteenth line are 7 D. which ſeveral quantities added together, make 47 Ct. 
3 grs. 7 w. and oppoſite to thele ſeveral lines, in the fourth column of this diviſion, will appear 
the proper duties; and by uniting them into one ſum, the total duty payable to the crown on 
the exportation of the Alum is clearly ſeen. 


Tuis deſcription of the method of finding out the duty payable on the exportation of the Alum, 
is equally applicable to alraoft all forts of goods that are liable to duty when exported, particu- 
lar care being taken to obſerve in which of the diviſions the ſpecies of goods ſought for is pla- 
ced, ſo that a repetition of examples will be needleſs. The ſecond ſubject in this compart- 
ment which requires tables for deſcribing the duties and drawbacks, is for goods brought coaſt- 
wiſe from port to port; and as the columns in theſe tables differ from thoſe made uſe of for 
pointing out the duty on goods exported, it will be very proper that the manner of their con- 
ſtruction ſhould be attended to.—Inſtead of being placed in four diviſions on a page, like thoſe 
for the goods outwards, theſe tables are only in three diviſions, and each diviſion conſiſts of 
five columns :—Of theſe, the two firſt repreſent the ſpecies of goods, and the quantity liable to 
duty ; the two next columns deſcribe the duty and drawback, and the fifth contains the letters 
of reference.—The reader's own ſagacity, joined to the ample directions already given, will, it 
is apprehended, be ſuthcient for finding out the duty and drawback on any ſpecies of goods 
that may be brought coaltwiſe.—By a paragraph in the printed propoſals it was propoſed, that 
in treating on the bounties and allowances payable out of Cuftoms, ic would be expedient to 
deviate in ſome reſpects from former plans, as ſuch a deviation might very much conduce to- 
wards making them be better known and underſtood, eſpecially as they are already become very 
numerous, and, in point of management, an extenſive and formidable branch of buſineſs.— By 
this means the intention of the legiſlature in granting them, will be alſo more fully and com- 
pleatly anſwered :—Theſe deviations are twofold ; one reſpecting the inſertion of proper tables 
at each reſpective bounty, &'c. which contain the amount thereof on any quantity of goods en- 
titled thereto, the other regarding a particular arrangement of theſe bounties and allowances ; 
which deviations are the more neceſſary, becauſe the bounties and drawbacks on Britiſh exciſe- 
able goods exported, have been by former authors mixed and blended together with the boun- 
ties, Ce. payable out of Cuſtoms, without any proper diſtinction, except their reſpective titles. 
With a view of anſwering thefe purpoſes, I have collected all the bounties and allowances be- 
| longing to the Cuſtoms, and the premium on Naval ftores imported, into one ſyſtem, and have 
numbered each cf thera arithmenically :—The bounties and drawbacks on the Exciſeable 
form another ſyſtem, numbered in the ſame manner. —By diſtributing all theſe bounties, Oc. 
into two ſyſtems, and by making a particular diſtinction between them, it is apprehended that 
gentlemen in trade and buſineſs will not miſtake the one for the other, which at preſent fre- 
quently happens, eſpecially when it is conſidered, that the exciſeable goods which obtain a 
bounty or drawback, are always ſhipped for exportation, under the eye and management of the 
officers of the Cuſtoms, who become thereby proper judges as to the performance of every re- 
quiſite of law, and whether or not the exporter is intitled to a debenture; ſo that whenever the 
collector, not having money in his hands to pay the debenture, ſhall certify the ſame to the 
commithoners, it muſt be underſtood that the fame is certified upon the commiſſioners of Ex- 
ciſe who are to pay the money, and not upon the commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, who have no
